READ, ‘‘the staff of life,’’ the great mainstay of civilized 
man, has risen in price. Whilst the Democrats are carol- 
ing their prosperity chorus and our inpouring of gold is 
accompanied by an outpouring of blood on the battlefields 

of Europe, the price of bread has, gone up. At the meeting of the 
National Association of Master Bakers in Chicago, the following 
percentages in cost of ingredients in the manufacture of bread 
within the past two years were cited: Patent flour, 100 per cent; 
rye, 124 per cent; sugar, 66 per cent; shortening (lard), 60 per 
cent; milk, 40 per cent; salt, 14 per cent; wrapping paper, 70 per 
cent. Of these articles, flour, ryé, lard, milk, and salt were placed 
on the free list by the Democratic tariff law, with the promise 
that the cost of living would be reduced, and the duty on sugar 
and wrapping paper was reduced to a revenue basis. With the 
exception of salt, the imports of these articles show enormous in- 
creases, the year 1916 over 19138. 

The Democratic argument in 1912 was that free-listing, or re- 
ducing the duties on food products, would cause such an ‘increase 
in imports that the prices would go down. Imports did increase 
to a startling .degree, but the cost of living began to climb imme- 
diately after the passage of the bill, and in their platform of 1916 
the Democratic party backed out of any reference to the tariff 
and its effect on the cost of living. By denying that the increased 
exports of food products are ii any way attributable to the war 
the Wilson party has estopped itself from blaming the war for the 
increase in prices. They cannot deny that ours is a war order 
prosperity and at the same time say the war has raised the price 
of fouds, especially in view of the fact that our imports of foods 
have increased in such a remarkable manner, so on the subject of 
the rise in the price of bread, they say nothing. But they con- 
tinue to point to our wonderful export trade, 66 per cent of which 
consists of military supply and equipment.

PLANTING ROSES 








Under Favorable Climatic Conditions, 
Dormant Plants Should Be 
Set Out in the Fall 

In deciding the time to plant roses, 
say specialists of the department, 
the gardener must take into consid- 
eration the kind’ of plant, the loca- 
tion, and to a certain extent, the sea- 
son. The roses may be obtained ei- 
ther as dormant or potted plants. It 
is best to use the former and plant 
in the fall in those sections where 
the temperature does not fall below 
10 degrees F., where the winter 
winds are not exceptionally drying, 
and where the soi] has been so pre- 
pared that it does not heave badly. 
In other places spring planting with 
potted plants is best. 

Stock should be planted as soon 
as possible after it arrives. When 
it is impossible to plant immediately, 
the plants should be placed in a 
trench and the roots covered. If 
the plant roots are dry when receiv- 
ed, soaking them in water an hour 
or more before this heeling-in is done 
is desirable. If the stems are shriv- 
eled, plumpness may be restored and 
growth insured by burying the whole 
plant for a few days. If the plants 
are frozen, they should be placed 
where they will thaw gradually and 


is no question that the frost is out. 

More plants are killed by undue 
exposure of roots at planting time 
than from any other cause, No mat- 
ter how short the distance to the 
permanent planting location, plants 
should be taken there with the roots 
thoroughly. covered. The roots may 
be placed in a bucket of water while} 
removing to the planting ground and 
until planting, or they may be pud- 
dled in a mixture of thin clay and 
then kept covered with wet burlap 
or other protection. Care should be 
taken that the clay does not become 
dry before planting. It is important 
to set the plants a little deeper than 
they were before. If planted too 
deep, however, the bark of the bur- 
ied stems would be injured and

roots and any that are too long just 
before they are put into the hole, so 
that there will be smooth, fresh sur-| 
faces which can callus and heal over. 
It is usual to have this fresh-cut sur- 
face on the under side of the root. 
The hole in which the bush is to be 
planted should be several inches 
larger across than the roois will ex- 
tend and ample in depth, with a lit- 
tle loose earth on the bottom. The 
roots should be separated well in all 
directions, with the soil well worked 
in among them, separating them into 
layers, each of which should be 
spread out like the fingers of the 
hand. When the hole is partially full, 
the plant should be shaken up and 
down so as to make sure it is in close! 
contact with the soil under the crown | 
where the roots branch. When the 
roots are well covered’ the _ soil 
should be firmed. This is best done 
by tramping. If teh soil is in proper} 
condition tramping cannot injure the | 
plants. This will leave a depression | 
about them, but all the roots will be | 
covered. 
When all are planted, each one} 
may be watered, although this us- | 
lually is not necessary, especially if 
the roots have been puddled before 
planting. [If water is applied, per- 
mit it to soak in about the roots and | 
then fill the hole with dry earth. Do| 
not tramp after watering. With the | 
soil. wet it would be injurious to com: | 
pact it more. If not watered the de- 
pression should be filled with loose | 
earth the same as though it had been | 
watered. After planting, no water- | 
ing should be done unless very dry | 
weather follows, and even then care | 
must be exercised not to overdo it} 
ltill after growth starts. In watering | 
it is desirable to draw away some! 
earth from about the bush, apply the | 





water, and after it has soaked in | 
draw dry earth about the plant | 
again. 
If budded or grafted, roses are used | 
they must be planted deeper than | 
own-rooted roses would be; because | 
of the liability of shoots starting from | 
the stock below the scion, the point | 
of union between the stock and the | 
scion should be planted three inches | 


of the stem in the ground and thus 
become at least partially own rooted. 
Planting the stock so deeply dis- 
courages the formation of new shoots 
trom it. If any apear they must be 
removed at once.

With 
potted plants, no root pruning is nec- 
essary, aS any pruning required 
should have been done at the time 
of potting.

Good earth 
must be well compacted about these 
soil-covered roots, and the whole 
should be watered and dry soil put 
about the plants after the water has 
soaked away. 

Hybrid perpetual roses should be 
set from two to three feet apart, 
depending on the vigor of growth and 
the locality. When the greatest mass 
of bloom is wanted the vigorous ones 
had better be three feet apart. When 
used in the South they should be 
slightly apart, but because most of 
them bloom only once during the sea-| 
son, or at most only in the spring 
and fall, they are neglected there 
in favor of kinds more desirable for 
the region. 

Tea roses should be planted from | 
eighteen to twenty inches apart, de-| 
pending on the vigor of growth and | 
proposed treatment. ‘ 

The hybrid tea roses have a great- | 
er range of character of growth even 
than the other kinds discussed, and 
the proper distance for planting cor- | 
responds. The planting distance is 
from twenty inches to three feet, be- 
ing greatest in the warmer regions 
where they get an abundance of wa- 
ter and least where they are re- 
tarded in growth by cold winters or 
dry summers. ; 

The China and _ Bourbon roses 
should be planted about as far apart 
as the bybrid perpetuals.
